It Formerly Secured One of the DOOM of 


a Palace of Nluevcli. 


The very oldest look in existence is 


one which formerly secured one of the' 
doora of a palace of Nineveh. It ia n gi" 
jaiitie affair, and the key to it, -which is 
is largo as ouo man can conveniently 
carry, I'enrihcls one of the Scriptural pas- 
sago whero the prophet makes reference 


sack iiistruinents being carried on 


the shoulder. The exact words in the 
passage referred to lire, "And the key 
:>f tho house of David I %vill lay upon 
his shoulder." 


This enormous key to the lock from 


Nicoveh is nearly 3J^ feet in length 
and of tho thickness of n four inch drain 
tile. It was found at the end of a min- 
ed chamber, where a largo wooden door 
had probably once stood, the gigantic 
brass hinges and heavy bars being still 
in fair condition, though somewhat cor- 
roded. This relic of the olden times has 
but few points of resemblance to the 
keys of modern manufacture, or even to 
those of tho early part of tho Christian 
era. The tubular idea had never been 
thought out in those days, but the key 
is fearfully and wonderfully made, be- 
ing equally .is intricate a piece of ma- 
chinery as tho leek in which it was 
used. 
A great many of tho bars and 


pegs in the lock arc believed to have 
been made of wood, as their places are 
now empty. 
Tho notches and pegs in 


tho key, however, show that there were 
corresponding pegs and bars in the lock 
at one time. The great lateral iron bars 
at tho end of tho key, with their com- 
plicated sci'ic-r, of notches, crossbars, 
bumps, etc., iiro proof that tho lock was 
onco similarly provided. This being tho 
case, it is reasonable to suppose time at 
one time tho door to that palaco could 
not have been opened until the key had 
been inserted and the impediment to 
the drawing back of tho bolt removed 
by raising up so many bars and pins 
which had fallen flown into their peaces 
upon tho key having been withdrawn. 
Similar locks and keys were in use ill 
Egypt 0,000 years ago.—S*. Louis Re- 
public.

An interesting distinction, though not 


generally uKcliTslocd, is made in tho 
qualities of usbestus by those who aro 
engaged in tho industrial handling of 
that article. Though, broadly speaking, 
this Bubstnnoo is a silicate of magnesia, 
in souia oases lime displaces the mag- 
nesia base. In rare cases alumina takes 
tho place of magnesia, and what is called 
blue asbcstus is iv silicate of iron, iron 
in this caso displacing the magnesia. 
This blue nsbestns or fibrous silicate of 
iron possesses many times the strength 
of true usbestus, a thread of it only one 
twenty-fifth of an inch in diameter car- 
rying "l 00 pounds, but by reason of its 
containing from 30 to 40 per cent of 
protoxide of iron it is neither fire nor 
acid proof, nor is it a good nonconductor 
of heat; henoo does not possess the val- 
uable properties of true asbestus. Silica 
and water nro the only two elements 
that are always constant iu asbestus, 
the silica rarely falling below 40 parts 
to the 100, M-hite iu some of the an- 
hydrous varieties tho water falls ns low 
us.y or .'3 parts to tho 100.—New York 
t.m .

THE CHICAGO PLATFORM. 


' The platform reported by the major- 
ity to the Democratic National Con- 
rentlon is much more explicit than 
Bach declarations usually are. There 
ia nothing ambiguous in it, which im- 
plies that its frainers, whether right or 
wrong, are sincere and do not attempt 
to deceive. It declares for freedom o( 
apeeqb, freedom of press, freedom of 
conscience, the preservation of personal 
rights, the equality of all American 
citizens before the law, and the faith- 
ful obssrvauca of Constitutional pro- 
visions. It recognizes that the money 
question ia the paramount issue; that 
the first coinage law of the United 
States made the silver dollar the unit 
of value and admitted gold to free coin- 
age at the ratio measured by the silver 
dollar unit, and that the act of 1SV3 de- 
monetizing silver has resulted in tbe 
appreciation of gold and a correspond- 
ing fall in prices of commodities pro- 
duced by tbe people. It declares uu- 
altorahle oppoaiHon to the single gold 
standard, which b<is paralyzed industry, 
and declares that gold monometallism 
is a British policy, and its general 
adoption has brought the other nu- 
tlons into financial servitude to Lon- 
don, It demands tho immediate res- 
toration of the free and unlimited coin- 
age of Jsilvar at tbe ratio of 16 to 1, 
without waiting for the aid or consent 
of any other nation, and that a stand- 
ard dollar shall be fall legal teudor, 
equally with gold, for all debts, public 
and private. It denounces the issuance 
of bonds in time of peace and demands 
that the power to issue notes be taken 
uway from National banks. Il con- 
demns the McKinley law and fuvors a 
tariff for revenue only, and opposes 
any changes in the present tariff until 
tbe money question is settled. It holds 
that there would be no deficit in reve- 
nue but for the annulment by the Su- 
preme Oo'iirt oE the income tax lav/, 
which was passed in atriot pursuance 
of decisions of that court for nearly 
one hundred years. It denounces the 
arbitrary interference by Federal au- 
thorities in local affairs as a violation 
of the Constitution, and especially ob- 
jects to Government interference by 
itijunction, as a new and highly dan- 
gerous form of oppression, by which 
PederalJudges, in uontempt of the luws 
and the rights of citizens, becoma u 
once legislators, judges and executors 
It opposes discrimination by the Go; 
oruruent in favor of any of its creditor 
and approves the refusal of the fifty 
Third Congress to pass the Pacifl 
Funding Debt bill, and denounces th 
efforts of the present Congress 't 
enact a similar measure. It recognize 
the just claims of Union soldiers, an 
approves the rule of Comtaissione 
Loohren, that no name shall be drop 
ped from the rolls, and the fact o 
enlistment and service shall be con 
clnaive evidence against disease and dis 
ability before enlistment. It extend 
sympathy to the people of Cuba in 
their heroic struggle for liberty and in 
dependence. It opposes a life tenur 
in tho public service and favors ap 
pointments based upon merit, am 
such administration of civil servic 
laws as will afford equal opportunitie 
to all citizens of ascertained fitness 
It declares it to be the unwritten la\ 
of the Republic, that no man shall b 
eligible to a third term of the Presi 
dential office. 


Confiding in the justice of the cause 


and tho necessity of its success at the 
polls, it submits this declaration o 
principles to the judgment of the Amer 
ioan people, and invites the support o 
all citizens, who approve of them anc 
who desire to have them made effect 
ive by legislation for the relief of thi 
people and the restoration of the coun 
try's prosperity.

California, though if presented at the 
United States Treasury they would be 
redeemed in coin.

in silver dollars or in gold or green- 
backs, but notes redeemable in gold or 
silver dollars, and National bank notes 
will not be received in California for 
taxes or other obligations.

State Treasurer Rackliffe of Califor- 


nia refuses to take National bank 
notea for taxes. Tho law requires that 
money received at the State treasury 
iii payment of taxes or other indebted 
ness should be legal tender. 
The 


Treasurer wrote to the Attorney Gen- 
eral asking his opinion as to tbe mean- 
ing of the phrase "legal tender." The 
Attorney General replied 
tbat 
the 


State law on the subject is: 


All legal tender notes heretofore is- 


sued, or which may hereafter be issued, 
by the Government of the United 
States of America, as legal tender 
notes, shall be received at par in pay 
ment for all taxes due or to become 
due to this State, or to any county or 
municipal corporation thereof, • und 
auoh notes shall be a legal tender for 
all debts, dues and demands, between 
citizens of this State. 


This ia backed by the opinion that 


notea declared to be legal tender by 
the United States are United States 
notea, old demand notes and Treasury 
notes of 1890. Those which are not de- 
clared to be legal tender are gold cer- 
tificates, silver certificates, National 
bank notes and certificates of deposit. 


The See says tbe State Treasurer re- 


ceived a package of money by express 
from Los Angles to settle an obligation 
to tbe State. 
The package contained 


three twenty dollar notes, one of which 
was a gold certificate, another a silver 
certificate and tbe third a National 
bank note. Ibe Treasurer refused tbe 
package and tbe express agent took the 
notes to the National bank where he 
exchanged them for coin with which be 
settled the account with the State 
Treasurer.

note*, gold cote* and silver notes are 


CHICAGO, July 
8.—Crowds began 


pouring into the Coliseum shortly after

I should like I o 
know by what right they interfere with 
the work of delegates sent here by the 
people, when Whitney of New York ia 
an interloper, not having been sent as 
a delegate to this convention. What 
right have such people to assume to 
run this convention}" 


Boomers for Bryim, Bland aari Boies 


marched into tbe convention hall thio 
morning with banners flying, and were 
cheered by their respective sympa- 
thizers. 


When the Sergeant-at-Arms cleared 


the aisles it was seen tbat the places of 
the New York, Maine, Massachusetts 
and Maryland delegation were empty. 
It was at first thought that the threats 
of a bolt had been realized, but the 
gold men had been having an angry 
conference, the leaders trying to bold 
n check the determination of the rank 
md file to bolt. The Chairman called 
for the report of the Committee on 
Credentials, but the committee was 
still in session. Word wont round that 
the New York delegation hail decided 
not to bolt, although Perry Bel 
mont and Congressman McClelland 
strongly urged a bolt. Pending the 
jredentials Committee report, the 
•eution took a recess for five minutes. 


Governor Hogg of Texas was invited 


;o address the convention. The baud 
played "Dixie" as Hogg took the plat- 
orin amid cheers. Hogg advocated 
riondliness of spirit among the dele- 
gates at the convention and after ad- 
ournmeat. He predicted Democratic 
mccess in November if the party 
worked harmoniously. He said that 
be people would not tolerate a return 
}f the Republican party to power. He 
enounced the Republican platform as 
mass of glittering generalities to de- 
eive the public. 
Blackburn of Kentucky was then re- 
peated to address the convention. He 
toeived an ovation as ho took the 
latform. 
Blackburn said that the majority of

egislation, was loudlp cheered. Black-

without discrimination. Hejaaid that 
the platform should show that the De- 
mocracy is not in favor of perpetuating 
the National debt or National banking 
institutions.

They are all "built" on one plan, with 
a special armament of teeth, sheaths to 
keep their claws sharp, muscles for 
springing suddenly to great distances, 
padded feet to deaden the sound of their 
movements and color adapted for con- 
cealment. These acquired appliances are 
in excess of their wants. 


The polar bear, which cannot spring 


and has no sheaths for its claws, and 
has littlo obvious provision to aid it in 
swimming, catches and kills animals 
larger than those killed by the tiger und 
can kill them in the water. Tho wol- 
verene, or glutton, which ia heavy, slow 
and has the feet of a ferret, gets its liv- 
ing as a carnivorous animal no less well 
than tho tiger cats, which have a far 
moio specialized equipment for their 
work. 


There is actual evidence from the fos- 


sil bones of tigers that this excess of 
equipment once weuc further und has 
been discarded as superfluous. An ex- 
tinct species developed- canino teeth of 
gtioh enormous sizo that it has been 
named tho "saber toothed tiger." The 
teeth were tco long for its jaws, and the 
modern species use shorter weapons, 
just as modern ironclads lire provided 
with lighter 0iuis. Tho carliiig tusks of 
some of theivKircmoths und the palmr.ted 
hoiiis of tlio Irish elk were also in excess 
of requirements nud are modified for use 
in tho existing elephants mid reindeer. 
Many mt.ukeys possess a thumb, but 
some do not, and there is no evidence 
that they are therefore at a disadvantage 
for their ncnprogressive life.—London 
Spectator.
